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Council Stresses Town Planning Concept 
In Greenbelt’s Listing on Historic Sites

Greenbelt’s application for 
listing on the National Regis¬ 
ter of Historic Places will be 
formally presented to the Gov¬ 
ernor’s Consulting Committee 
on December 19 in Annapolis. 
The application will be pre¬ 
sented by Pamela James, an 
officer of the Maryland Histor¬ 
ical Trust who has been aid¬ 
ing in the preparation of the 
application for almost a year. 
Greenbelt's application is a- 
mong 40 to be considered that 
day. 

James will give a 5 to 10 min¬ 
ute oral review of the material 
and show the committee 15 to 
20 slides. Representatives of the 
city and of Greenbelt Homes, Inc., 
will be present to answer ques¬ 
tions. While the public is invited, 
supporting oral presentations 
must be cleared with James. The 
Governor’s committee will dis¬ 
cuss the application and vote. 

Both a draft letter of support 
and some 20 pages of information 
constituting the application were 
presented to council for comment 
at its regular meeting December 
3. Councilman Thomas X. White 
asked that the language of the 
letter be strengthened to reflect 
that council is more concerned 
with the preservation of ‘‘the his¬ 
torically important design con¬ 
cepts used in planning the city— 
pedestrian underpasses, inner 
walkways, garden-type setting, 
position of homes in a court sys¬ 
tem—than with structures. I 
would like to concentrate away 
from structures.” 

‘The significance was in the 
planning of the community,” 
agreed Councilman Charles 
Schwan. “White’s point makes 
extremely good sense.” The 
amended letter was approved 
unanimously. 


Objections 

Two property owners had 
raised objections to their property 
being included in the proposal, 
city manager James K. Giese 
told council. Following Giese’s 
advice, council agreed to amend 
the boundary of the proposed 
historic district to exclude that 
portion of the Goddard Space 
Flight Center interchange with 
the Baltimore-Washington Park¬ 
way that lies on the west side 
of the parkway. 

In the other case council de¬ 
clined to take any action. Thus 
Parcels 1 and 2, undeveloped land 
in the northeast corner of the 
city between GHI property and 
the Parkway, will remain within 
the proposed historic district. 

Giese pointed out to council 
that city staff member Thomas 
Hauenstein has prepared much 
of the 20-page application for the 
city, Hauenstein then showed 
council the collection of 80 slides 
which will be forwarded to the 
Maryland Historical Trust along 
with the application. The slides 
were taken by GHI president Don 
Volk. Hauenstein credited San¬ 
dra Barnes, GHI staff member, 
for preparing much of the mate¬ 
rial he used in writing the ap¬ 
plication. 

What Effect? 

GHI is already feeling the ef¬ 
fect of eligibility for listing on 
the register. In a letter dated 
November 16, Rodney Little, 
State Historic Preservation Offi¬ 
cer for the Maryland Historical 
Trust outlined his agency’s com¬ 
ments on GHI’s 111 million re¬ 
habilitation plans. The Trust 
would oppose vinyl or aluminum 
siding for either the frame or 
block homes as proposed. Com¬ 
position shingles would meet 
with their approval as replace¬ 
ment for the original asbestos 


Council and Post Office 
Officials to Meet Dec. 19

The Greenbelt City Council will meet in a work session 
with officials of the United States Postal Service (USPS) on 
Wednesday, December 19 a 8 p.m. in the City Offices. Work 
sessions are open to the public. 


The latest proposal dealing 
with Greenbelt’s Post Office in¬ 
cludes (1) establishing a con¬ 
tract station that would operate 
out of a business in the Center 
and (2) building a large facility 
for sorting and other functions 
outside the core of Greenbelt, 
rather than on the proposed 
Crescent and Parkway Roads 
site. 

The city council favors main¬ 
taining split facilities for the 
Greenbelt postal district, with full 
customer services in the Center 
and a distribution, facility else¬ 
where, but not on Parkway and 


Crescent. USPS maintains that 
the cost of split facilities would 
be prohibitive. Council is still 
waiting for the complete eco¬ 
nomic analysis study supporting 
USPS’s conclusion. 

Council is not enthusiastic 
about a contract station because 
its services are limited—selling 
stamps and money orders and 
accepting packages to be mailed. 
Residents would have to travel 
to the main postal facility to pick 
up packages and mail that could 
not be delivered because no one 
was at home.

$1000 was raised at the Open House, it was agreed that an 
organized campaign was the only way to accrue the balance 
of needed funding. 


shingles, which are no longer 
manufactured, GHI is investi¬ 
gating this possibility. 

The Trust would oppose all of 
the proposed new windows for 
masonry homes. Thus GHI’s 
staff engineer has been directed 
to research the cost and possi¬ 
bility of getting a window manu¬ 
facturer to custom-make ther¬ 
mopane casement windows as 
nearly like those now in use as 
possible. 

Little also listed conditions un¬ 
der which the Trust would not 
object to the electrical heavy-up 
and the insulation plans. 

While the comments of the 
Trust are advisory in nature, in 
effect they carry considerable 
weight. GHI would be reluctant 
to take the time necessary to 
appeal the “adverse effect” de¬ 
terminations through the proce¬ 
dures available. Both board and 
management have been very con¬ 
cerned about preventing any un¬ 
necessary delays. Every day that 
insulation of the frame and block 
homes is put off will be costly to 
the members, who must pay for 
the heat which now escapes 
through walls, attics and win¬ 
dows. 

Theater, Post Office 

On the other hand, current ef¬ 
forts to save the old theater in 
the Center could be aided by the 
historic designation. There are 
provisions in the Tax Reform 
Act of 1976 that encourage the 
rehabilitation of certain historic 
(income producing) structures in 
an historic district. Grants or 
loans, both federal and state, may 
also be available. 

Whether or not the establish¬ 
ment of an historic district would 
affect the construction of an ul¬ 
tra modern post office building 
as presently proposed at the in¬ 
tersection of Parkway and Cres¬ 
cent Road remains to be seen. 


Three methods were outlined: 
(1) the holding of “coffee-houses” 
on the remaining three Saturday 
evenings of the year; (2) a city¬ 
wide door-to-door campaign; and 
(3) a telephone campaign to cov¬ 
er those areas missed in the 
door-to-door canvassing. 

The coffee houses would offer 
the opportunity to listen to con¬ 
temporary folk guitar music; 
Irish ballads, poetry, mime and 
humor. It will also encourage 
contributions of funds and serv¬ 
ice to the various committees, 
particularly those concerning the 
fund drive, publicity and legal 
and financial matters. 


The campaign will be divided 
into eleven geographic areas: (1> 
Center School, covering Ridge 
and Crescent Roads up to East 
way; (2) North End, from East¬ 
way to Boxwood; (3) Woodland 
Hills; (4) Lakewood; (5) Box¬ 
wood; (6) Lakeside North; (7) 
Lakeside; (8) Springhill Lake; 
(9) Greenbriar; (10) Windsor 
Green; and (11) Glen Oaks Volun¬

The GHI community 
has received over $1 million in 
Community Development Block 
Grants and other grants over a 
three-year period. He also ini¬ 
tiated legislation creating an in¬ 
surance program for unit pur¬ 
chase loans with the State of 
Maryland which would benefit 
all cooperative housing projects 
in -the state.

Meeting at High School About 
Students andGreenway Center

The fear that the Greenway Shopping Center could become 
an “attractive nuisance” for Eleanor Roosevelt students appears 
to have been allayed after representatives of the PTSA, school 
staff and the city of Greenbelt met with Gerald Dillon, vice- 
president of Western Development Corporation (Greenway de¬ 
velopers) on November 29, at the school. Armed with a large 
map, Dillon gave a run-down on the business planning to locate 


in the shopping center, 

Councilman Charles Schwan 
told the News Review that the 
consensus of the group was that 
it would be unlikely that students 
would flock to the shopping cen¬ 
ter because of (1) the small num¬ 
ber of fast food places and other 
stores that draw teenagers, (2) 
the inability of these facilities to 
serve large numbers of students 
at one time and, (3) Roosevelt 
policy that prohibits students 
from leaving school grounds, in 
particular, during the one-half 
hour lunch break. A further de¬ 
terrent will be the fact that the 
mall will not be enclosed. 

PTSA representative Howard 
Savage was satisfied that “things 
will be manageable." He was im¬ 
pressed that “Greenway will offer 
excellent part-time job opportu¬ 
nities for teenagers." Dillon 
thought there would be more 
jobs than students wanting them. 

Students are presently forbid¬ 
den to leave school grounds dur¬ 
ing the day unless they receive 
special permission. Principal Ray 
Ogden said that he plans to con¬ 
tinue to enforce this policy. 

Businesses 

Fast food restaurants that 
have concluded leases are Wen- 
dys and Three Brothers. Three 
other restaurants—Denny's, Han¬ 
over Trails and Xanadu—will 
also locate in the shopping cen¬ 
ter. Other businesses with firm 
commitments are Real Rich Ice 


Cream, Kemp Mill Records, Safe¬ 
way, Greenway Cleaners, Radio 
Shack, Vacuum Center, K.B. 
Toys, Kinney Shoes, Showroom, 
Curiosity Shop, Malamut Opti¬ 
cians, Hair Cuttery, Greenway 
Carpets, Greenway Liquors, Ma¬ 
ternity Warehouse, Lane Shops, 
Dart Drug and Holiday Health 
Spa. Dillion said there will be no 
pinball machine establishments.

Council Urges 
Metro Speed-up

Assistant City Manager Dennis 
Piendak recently attended a 
meeting of the Urban Mass Tran¬ 
sit Authority (UMTA) called to 
assess the need for further en¬ 
vironmental impact studies of the 
METRO “E” route now that the 
original plan has been modified. 
Piendak reported to a city coun¬ 
cil work session that one change 
relates to the fact that the Green- 
belt station was relocated over a 
year ago from south of Green belt 
Road to the Springhill Lake in¬ 
dustrial tract. However, Piendak, 
and the city council, concur with 
County Councilman Francis B. 
Francois’ statement at the UMTA 
meeting that further environ¬ 
mental impact studies would 
cause further delays in construc¬ 
tion of the facility. 

At the work session, council¬ 
man Thomas X. White suggested 
that the city should call for con¬ 
structing the “E” route between 
Fort Totten and Greenbelt in ad¬ 
vance of the segment within the 
District of Columbia. Mayor Gil 
Wiedenfeld pointed out at the 
city council meeting on Novem¬ 
ber 19 that a Greenbelt-Fort Tot¬ 
ten link would relieve parking 
problems at New Carrollton and 
other stations and would bring 
in revenues for METRO. Since 
plans for the Greenbelt station 
are complete, construction could 
begin in the near future. “Every 
delay costs more,” added coun¬ 
cilman Charles Schwan. 

City Staff 

As a result of these delibera¬ 
tions, city council will draft a 
letter to UMTA advising against 
further environmental impact 
studies and proposing White’s 
plan for construction of the “E” 
route link between Greenbelt 
and Fort Totten in advance of 
the segment within the District 
of Columbia. The letter will em¬ 
phasize that starting construc¬ 
tion from the suburban end 
would increase ridership and re 
duce overall costs of construc¬ 
tion. 

Legislative Program 

City council adopted its pro¬ 
gram for the 1980 legislative ses¬ 
sion of the Maryland General 
Assembly. The program, which 
includes legislative suggestions 
for Beltway noise reduction, 
METRO financing and access im 
provements, safe crossing of di 
vided highways, property tax re¬ 
lief, supplemental police aid to 
municipalities from state shared 
revenues, state funding for Youth 
Service Bureaus and proposals 
concerning the Maryland Munici¬ 
pal League Program, has already 
been presented to the Senator 
and three Delegates from Green- 
belt’s legislative district. 

The city is preparing bid speci 
fications for the resurfacing of 
the municipal swimming pool, as 
required by the County Health 
Department. The Health Depart

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ment has ordered that the main 
pool be resurfaced before the 
pool can open next season. J. R. 
Greig of the Greenbelt Aquatic 
Boosters has asked that a turn¬ 
ing wall be constructed in con¬ 
junction with the resurfacing 
project, but City Manager James 
K, Giese advises that the city 
does not have sufficient funds to 
provide a turning wall. The city 
will also take bids for the in¬ 
stallation of graded metal steps 
as requested by residents of 
Green Ridge House. The steps 
would make it easier for elderly 
citizens to get into and out of 
the pool. 

Giese asked council to approve 
his recommendation for a change 
in a bill placed before the State 
Legislature by the Maryland- 
National Capital Park and Plan¬ 
ning Commission (MNCPPC). 
As amended the bill would pro¬ 
vide for municipalities to estab¬ 
lish road grades under their own 
regulations rather than those of 
MNCPPC as is presently re- 
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quired, or by the Department of 
Public Works and Transporta¬ 
tion, as called for by MNCPPC. 
Council supported the change 
unanimously. 

Bid Approved 

Council approved a bid from 
Sport Chevrolet for four Chevro¬ 
let Malibu police squad cars with 
350 CID engines. The Malibus 
are preferred by the city police 
department over the Dodge As¬ 
pens for which the city received 
a slightly lower bid from Ban¬ 
ning Dodge. The Malibus are 
also rated slightly higher by Con¬ 
sumers Report magazine. 

Council Dissatisfied 
To express its concern about 
the selection of alternate 2 for 
the improvement of the Green¬ 
belt Road-Ke nil worth Avenue 
interchange, council directed that 
a letter be sent to the State High¬ 
way Administration. Council re¬ 
quested a detailed explanation of 
the choice in view of the total 
support for Alternate 1 at the 
March public hearing. Council 
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supported Alternate 1 “because it 
provided safer and more con¬ 
venient ingress and egress to the 
Springhill Lake development and 
because it provided a better level 
of service for both Greenbelt 
Road and Kenilworth Avenue,” 
Further, council asked if im¬ 
provements were planned for the 
access road to Springhill Lake. 
Lastly council asked whether 
Greenlxfit Park land would be 
used for the interchange. City 
Manager James Giese had in¬ 
formed council at its meeting 
that the Department of Interior 
was not approving such, land 
dedication and as a result the 
improvements would impact most 
upon the Golden Triangle.

In another matter council di 
rected staff to contact the prin¬ 
cipals of Center, North End and 
Springhill Lake Elementary 
Schools to determine the amount 
of interest in locating an extend¬ 
ed day program for elementary 
children in those schools.

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Third Electric Heating Experiment 
Possibility of Conversion Discussed 

by Mary Lou Williamson 

“Most of us are fairly well convinced we’d be better off if 
we were on an alternate source of energy for heating; the 
problem is how and when and what,” said Jim Smith, member 
of the board of directors of Greenbelt Homes, Inc., at its 
November 8 meeting. The board was considering the third 
request it has received to approve conversion to electric base¬ 
board heat in a unit which has already been insulated and 
which will have new storm windows installed. The board 


approved the request. 

But underlying the discussion 
was the common thread ex¬ 
pressed by Smith’s opening re¬ 
mark. While the board was not 
quite prepared to discuss a 
change in the heating system, 
clearly it could see the hand¬ 
writing on the wall. Almost half 
of the 1980 budget will be spent 
for heating the 1600 GHI homes— 
that is $2 million out of a total 
of $4.9 million. 

In discussing whether to ap¬ 
prove Della Donnelson’s request, 
the board pinned down various 
technical points. Are the R-val- 
ues of insulation up to the stand¬ 
ard of rehab? Yes. Will the same 
monitoring devices be installed 
by Pepco, so we can determine 
relative costs and amount of 
electricity used? Yes, Will Don- 
nelson be required to sign papers 
comparable to those signed by 
Robert Wilhide and Steven Cur¬ 
tis (whose experiments in base¬ 
board heating have already been 
approved) ? Yes. Can we have 
the kilowatt usage and cost fig¬ 
ures for the heating period be- 


more error in estimating the 
price of oil or the cost of elec¬ 
tricity in the future. That’s 
where the unknowns are, not in 
the engineering.” 

“The board should not indulge 
in too many experiments,” agreed 
GHI member Charles Schwan. 
“Maybe three is sufficient.” While 
he agreed with Smith’s position, 
Schwan argued from a slightly 
different angle. “This (approval 
of a third test case) is probably 
worthwhile . . . You’re going to 
need as much information as you 
can present in talking to the 
membership” about the possibil¬ 
ity of converting to a different 
heating system, he told the board. 

President Don Volk agreed, 
“the problem is one of convinc¬ 
ing members.” 

Board member Bobbi McCarthy 
attempted to commit the board 
to a definite timetable leading 
to a full presentation of alterna¬ 
tives at the annual meeting in 
May. Instead, the board settled 
for the intent of her proposal,

Betty Moore Directs Political 
Science Internship Program 

Greenbelter Betty Moore, a political science instructor at 
Prince Georges Community College, together with a colleague, 
Eugene Yannon, developed a political internship program to 
give political science students an opportunity to gain on-the- 
job experience while pursuing their educations. 

The nature of the program encourages students to look at 
all of the educational options, and, according to Moore, is the 
■‘most pragmatic way for students to learn about government 
and politics.” 


In her own career Moore has 
had ample opportunity to combine 
practical experience in politics 
with her work as an educator. 

In 1962 she was simultaneously 
working full-time for U.S. Sena¬ 
tor John McClellan, Democrat 
from Arkansas, teaching political 
science part-time at PGCC, and 
raising a family. 

*T really feel you are more 
effective as an instructor,” said 
Moore, “when you are actively 
involved with a subject as well 
as teaching it. Your examples 
and illustrations are current, and 
as a result, I think students pay 
more attention. 

“Because I worked for the Re¬ 
publican National Committee 
from 1952 to 1959, and for Senator 
McClellan from 1959 to 1965 and 
again from 1968 to 1970, I am able 
to draw on ‘real life’ experiences 
I would otherwise be totally una¬ 
ware of." , 

As the Assistant Director of Re¬ 
search for McClellan, “Ms. Betty ” 
as the Senator called her. would

weekday morning (normally be¬ 
tween 8 and 9 a.m., because the 
Senator was an “early morning 
person,” according to Moore) dis¬ 
cussing politics. 

“Those sessions permitted me to 
learn a great deal about politics, 
and I can honestly say that I 
learned a special lesson in filibus¬ 
tering.” 

As Betty Moore’s interests be¬ 
gan to shift from politics to full¬ 
time teaching in the late 60’s, she 
maintained her political enthus¬ 
iasm by working actively in the 
Women’s Political Caucus at both 
the County and State levels. Dur¬ 
ing 1974 and 1978 she also worked 
on a voluntary basis for the Dem¬ 
ocratic Platform Committee and 
is currently chairperson of the 
Elections Board in Greenbelt. 

Internship Program 

Students entering the political 
internship program are required 


to successfully complete two 
courses in political science with a 
grade of “B” or better, and have 
the approval of the Political Sci¬ 
ence Department. The student 
must attend an orientation session 
plus four regular seminars, in 
addition to working in a political 
job during the semester. Oral 
presentations, a daily journal, and 
final evaluations by both the in¬ 
structor and on-the-job supervi¬ 
sor determine the student’s grade. 

One intern, Ruth Stultz (a PG¬ 
CC graduate from College Park), 
was assigned last spring to re¬ 
search inheritance laws in order 
to determine how much such laws 
affect women in the State of 
Maryland. Stultz reported her 
findings in person to the Mary¬ 
land Commission for Women. 
“Those internships are not just 
for anyone,” Stultz explained. 
“They are only for people who 
are willing to work independently 
and diligently.” 

Next spring the internship pro¬ 
gram at PGCC will once again be 
offered to those students who are 
qualified and interested. “But 
whether interested or not,*’ said 
Moore, “students must understand 
that political science does not ex¬ 
ist in a vacuum.”
